Gentlemen, 

I liave  tine  It  on  our  to  submit  to  you  the  Auuual  Report 
for  tlie  year  1918. 

The  Report  is  again  confined  to  essential  and  urgent 
matters  affecting  the  Public  Health  and  the  measures 
taken  for  iRaternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

During  the  year  one  of  your  Health  Visitors  (Miss  E. 
M^olstencroft),  who  was  away  doing  Military  Nursing, 
resignied  her  post,  as  she  intended  going'  abroad  as  soon  as 
the  War  Nursing  terminated. 

We  had  two  Epidemics  of  Influenza,  which  have  very 
seriously  affected  the  death-rate  of  the  District,  udiicli  for 
the  first  time  on  record  is  greater  than  the  birth-rate.  The 
hirth-rate  is  the  lowest  recorded,  and  the  infantile  death- 
rate  is  much  higher  than  the  two  prerdous  years. 

In  Tune  a Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  was 
opened  at  Washbrook,  and  has  been  weM  attended. 

The  weekly  Meat  Supply  to  the  District  has  on 
several  occasions  been  very  unsatisfactory,  and  a con- 
siderable  quantity  was  condemned  as  unfit  for  human 
food.

SCARLET  FEVE  R.— Foity-ii  ine  cases  of  this 
Disease  were  notified  during  the  year.  ()ne  ease  died, 
ddie  previous  year  one  ease  died  out  of  tlie  tliirty-six  eases 
notified.  One  or  more  eases  oeeurred  eatdt  niontli.  Seyen 
notifications  were  reeeiyed  in  October,  six  in  eacli  of  the 
following  months — Martdi,  April,  May  and  Aoxember, 
fiye  in  June,  and  four  in  July.  Eighteen  eases  (36.7"^) 
were  sent  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  at  Oldliam. 

ENTERIC  FEVER, — Three  eases  of  Enteric  Eexer 
were  notified  during  thie  year.  One,  a discharged  Austra- 
lian soldier,  who  had  come  to  work  at  tlie  new  Aircraft 
Eactory,  o(*eurred  in  May.  Another,  at  the  Chadderton 
(him])  occupied  by  the  (J.M.IA.A.A.  Corps,  was  notified 
at  the  end  of  September.  The  third,  a child  of  two  years 
of  age,  was  notified  at  tlie  end  of  October.  The  three 
cases  were  remoyed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  All  re- 
coyered.  No  specimens  of  blood  from  suspected  cases  of 
J\v])hoid  Eever  were  sent  for  examination. 

DIPHTHERIA,  inclydiiig  MEMBRANOUS 
CROUP. — Thirty-one  cases,  imdiiding  six  at  the  Chadder- 
ton (dimp,  of  this  Disease  were  notified  during  the  year, 
against  fifteen  the  preyious  year.  Eiye  cases  occurred  in 
Mardi,  fiye  in  April,  fiye  in  INIay,  four  in  June,  and  four 
in  December.  Twenty-one  cases  (1)7.7°^')  wei'e  sent  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital.  Seyen  (-ases  ])royed  fatal,  giying  a 
death-rate  of  0.27  per  1,000.  East  year  there  were  three 
deaths  fi’om  this  Disease,  the  death-rate  being  0.15  ])er 
1,000.  I\yo  swabs  were  examined  for  tlie  Diphtheria 
Bacillus,  both  being  Negatixe. 
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Aiiti-Diplitlieritic  Seriiin  is  supplied  by  the  Council 
free  of  cliarg’e.  During  office  liours  it  can  be  obtained  at 
the  Town  Hall,  and  at  otlier  times  from  the  Police  Stations 
in  Victoria  Street  and  Butler  (jiuen.  During-  the  year 
eighteen  tubes  of  2,000  units  each  were  supplied. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER.— No  case  was  notified 
during  the  year.  The  previous  year  one  case  was  noti- 
fied; this  case  recovered. 

ERYSIPELAS.— Thirty-  six  (-ases,  including  two  at 
the  (diadderton  Camp,  were  notified  during  the  year.  No 
deaths  occurred  from  this  disease.  The  previous  year 
twenty-seven  notifications  were  received,  and  all  the  cases 
recovered. 

WHOOPING  GOUGH. — Eleven  deaths  (four  males, 
seven  females)  were  registered  from  this  disease,  giving  a 
death-rate  of  0.43  per  1,000.  Last  year  there  were  two 
deaths,  giving  a death-rate  of  0.07  per  1,000. 

TUBERCULOSIS.— N inety-eight  primary  notifica- 
tions of  this  disease  were  received,  54  being  of  flie 
Pulmonary  Eorm  and  44  of  Other  Eorms.  The  ])reA4ous 
year  100  primary  notifications  were  receHed,  49  being  of 
the  Pulmonary  Eorm  and  51  of  the  Otlier  Eorms.  This 
A^ear  33  deaths  occurred  from  Pulmonarv  Tuberculosis  and 
five  from  Other  Eorms,  against  35  and  10  the  previous 
year;  the  death-rates  being  1.31  ])er  1,000  for  the  Pulmon- 
ary horni  and  0.19  jrer  1,000  for  the  ()ther  Eorms,  against 
1.33  and  0.38  per  1,000  respectiA-ely  for  the  previous  year. 
For  191G  the  death-rates  were  1.04  and  0.41  per  1,000. 

There  is  no  Sanatorium  in  the  Distrit-t. 

Twentv-fiAm  cases  of  Pulmonarv  Tubercidosis  and

nine  cases  of  Non-Pulmonaj'V  Tuberculosis  Avere  sent  fo 
Sanatoria  or  Hospitals  by  the  Eam-ashire  Insurance  Com- 
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mittee.  Of  the  former,  20  were  insured  persons  and  hve 
were  non-insured;  of  the  latter,  one  was  insured  and  eight 
were  non-insured. 

DIARRHCIA  AND  EriTERITiS  (under  2 years).— 

Four  deaths  took  place  from  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis, 
giving  a death-rate  of  0.15  ])er  1,000,  heing  the  same  as 
the  previous  year. 

MEASLES  AND  GERMAN  M EASLES.— During 

the  year  101  cases  were  notified.  Of  tliese  29  were  Oerinan 
Measles.  One  hundred  and  seventeen  were  notified  by 
their  i\fedical  Attendant,  the  remainder  (14)  by  Parents. 
The  previous  year  (1917)  the  numbers  were  much  larger, 
535  cases  l)eing  notified,  20  of  which  were  (jerman 
Measles.  Four  haindred  and  sixty-three  of  these  were 
notified  by  their  Medical  Attendant.  The  accomj)an34ng 
chart  shows  the  incidence  througiiout  the  year. 

As  in  ]')revious  years  practically  all  the  notified  cases 
are  visited  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  the  patients  are 
isolated  as  well  as  the  home  circumstances  will  permit. 
Sixtv-six  cases  occurred  in  the  North  Ward,  52  in  the 
Central  \Tard,  and  13  in  the  South  4Yard. 

Two  deaths  occurred  from  Measles,  guving  a death- 
rate  of  0.079  per  1,000;  the  death-rate  for  the  previous 
year  being  0.040  per  1,000.

MORTALITY  IN  I N FANCY.— Fifty-two  deaths  (dd 
males,  19  females)  occurred  in  children  under  one  year 
old,  the  infantile  death-rate  being  IIT  ];)er  1,0()()  births, 
against  8G  per  1,000  births  n 1917.  In  England  and 
Wales  during  1918  there  were  97  deaths  under  one  year 
per  1,000  births.  The  chief  causes  of  death  were  Debility 
and  Premature  Birth  (15),  Pneumonia  (7),  Whooping 
Cough  (G),  (jlastro-Enteritis  (d).  Atelectasis  (d).  Bron- 
chitis (2). 

iMeasles,  Scarlet  Fever,  Dipluheria,  Tubercular 
Meningitis,  Influenza,  Eickets  and  Congenital  Syphilis 
each  caused  one  death. 


Age  distribution  of  deaths  under  one  vear  : 
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It  is  seen  from  the  above  table  that  17,  or  d2.7‘?C  of 
the  deaths  under  one  year  of  age  o(‘cair  in  the  first  four 
weeks  of  life;  of  these  deaths  12,  or  70"^,  oc-cnr  in  the  first 
week  of  life. 

It  is  probable  that  when  more'  Anie-nalal  work  is 
done  at  the  Centres  and  correlated  with  the  work  of  the 
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pathologist,  the  causes  ot  many  of  tliese  ])remature  deaths 
ill  1 )e  found  out,  and  then  a])propriate  steps  can  he  taken 
to  i)reYent  them.

Tlie  Registrar-deiieral  has  again  su])])lie(l  two  Esti- 
mated Populations  for  caleulating  tlie  death-rate  and  the 
hirtli-rate,  viz.  : 25,()8r)  and  28,107  respeetively.  To  re- 
lieve the  clerical  work  a table,  giving  tlie  causes  of  death 
classified  under  29  headings,  distinguishing  Male  and 
Female  deaths,  has  been  supplied.  This  table  refers  to 
civilian  deaths  onlv. 


The  Estimated  Population  for  calculating  the  death- 
rate  is,  in  my  opinion,  too  small.  In  October,  1918,  the 
Executive  Eood  Officer  for  Chadderton  issued  25,907 
Ration  Books,  exidusive  of  206  issued  to  workers  at  the 
Aircraft  Factory.  Further  the  Internment  Camp  and  the 
Chadderton  Camp  contained  approximately  200  and  450 
people.  These  numbers  should  be  added  to  the  Estimated 
F^opulation,  as  deaths  occurring  in  the  Camps  would  be 
assigned  to  Chadderton.  On  these  figures  the  Estimated 
Population  would  be  26,557,  a difference  of  1,472,

one  hundred  and  nineteen  deaths  l)eing  attribntahle  to  this 
disease.  A special  I’eport  on  the  liifinenza  Epidemics  is 
included  in  this  lleport. 

Twenty-five  deaths  were  due  to  the  seven  principal 
Zymotic  Diseases,  giving  a zymotic  death-rate  of  0.99  per

I am  pleased  to  report  that  during  the  past  year  whilst 
visiting*  Infants  I have  been  very  pleased  with  the  welcome 
I have  received  from  the  mothers  of  the  homes  visited. 

Breast-feeding  has  been  strongly  advised,  explaining 
to  the  mother  that  she  has  no  right  to  deprive  her  infant  of 
the  breast  until  a Medical  Man  has  de(‘ided  that  she  may 
or  should  do  so.  In  cases  where  a motlier’s  milk  seemed 
on  the  point  of  failing  I have  persuaded  the  mothers  to 
have  ahundance  of  good  plain  food,  regular  hours  of  feed- 
ing, also  regular  habits,  thus  enabling  her  to  continue 
feeding  her  infant  naturallv.

Where  artihcial  feeding  is  resoited  to  instruction  is 
given  in  preparation  of  the  food,  amount  to  he  given  at 
each  feed,  and  the  time  that  slionld  elapse  lielwei'ii  ea(*h 
feed. 
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1 found  the  majority  of  inoiliers  very  grateful  for 
advice  g-iven  on  “ Storage  of  Food,”  the  best  kind  of 
Teats  and  Bottles  to  use,  also  the  importance  of  the 
cleanliness  of  same.  Instructions  are  given  as  to  the 
cleansiim*  of  the  bottles. 


Mothers  are  advised  to  take  the  Infant  out  as  much 
as  the  weather  will  allow,  as  fresh  air  and  sunlight  is 
necessary.  Separate  Cots  are  also  advised,  but  in  this  I 
find  a dihicuity  in  getting  the  mothers  to  provide  them. 

A card  on  the  “ Care  and  Feeding  of  Infants  ” is  left 
at  each  house  when  the  first  A’isit  is  made. 


MATERNSTY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

After  considering  the  report  of  the  Sub-Committee 
which  had  been  appointed  by  the  Health  Committee  to 
enquire  as  to  the  advisability  of  starting  one  or  more 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres  in  the  District,  the 
Committee  decided  to  recommend  the  Council  to  open  one 
such  Centre  tor  a beginning.  Suitable  premises  were 
obtained  at  the  Friniitive  Methodist  Sunday  School, 
AVashbrook.  The  rooms  at  the  disposal  of  the  Committee 
are:  (1)  a large  room  used  as  a waiting-room;  (2)  a room 
rather  smaller  than  No.  1,  in  which  the  children  are  un- 
dressed, weighed  and  re-dressed,  and  dried  milk,  &c. , is 
sold;  (d)  doctor’s  consulting  room;  (4)  store  room;  (5) 
treatment  room;  and  ((>)  small  kitchen. 

The  hrst  meeting  at  the  Centre  was  held  on  the  FSth 
June  (Tuesday),  and  is  o})en  evei'y  Tuesday  from  2 o’cdock 
until  5 o’clock. 

The  objecds  of  the  Centre  are  : (i.)  To  ])rovide  medical 
8U]H'rvision  for  ;a)  infants  and  (Jiildren  U])  io  live  years  of 
ag-e,  and  (b)  expe(dant  mothers;  (ii.)  the  weighing  of  these 
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infants  and  cliildren  regularly,  tlie  former  weekly  if  pos- 
sible, the  older  ones  at  longer  intervals  unless  ailing;  (iii.) 
to  encourage  the  breast-feeding  of  infants — a very  impor- 
tant j)oint  especially  tor  tine  baby  ; (iv.)  tlie  treatment  of 
minor  ailments  in  cliildren,  sucli  as  discliarging  ears,  skin 
affections,  umbilical  hernias,  &c. — anything  beyond  these 
conditions  the  mother  is  advised  to  take  the  child  to  a 
medical  practitioner  or  hospital;  (v.)  the  sale  of  dried 
milk. 

The  Medical  (Jfficer  attends  each  Session. 

The  CounciTs  Health  Visitors  and  the  lady  Clerk  from 
the  Health  Office  attend  each  Session,  the  latter  being 
responsible  for  the  sale  of  dried  milk  and  also  assisting 
with  the  keeping  of  the  records. 

During  the  year  the  Centre  was  open  29  occasions 
(from  18th  June  to  31st  flecember).  One  hundred  and 
thirty-one  infants  under  one  year  old  were  entered  on  the 
books,  and  90  children  over  one  vear  and  under  hve  A’ears 
old. 

One  thousand  three  hundred  and  fortv-nine  children 
Avere  Aveighed,  and  373  consultations  Avith  the  Medical 
Officer  took  place. 

The  number  of  attendances  of  children  = 1,351. 

Of  the  infants  under  one  year  49  Avere  Breast  fed  only, 
25  IB'east  fed  and  Artihcial  Food,  57  AiTihnial  hood.

Two  tilings  wliicli  forced  them  selves  upon  me  during 
the  ('onsultations  Avere  (1)  the  number  of  mothers  who 
thought  tlieir  children  must  first  be  ailing  before  coming 
to  the  Centre,  and  (2)  the  large  number  of  mothers  vdio 
liad  giA^en  up  Breast-feeding  apparently  AAuthout  sufficient 
grounds,  the  sliglitest  excuse  being  enough  to  substitute 
Artificial  Eood  wholly  or  partially.  Many  mothers,  after 
being  adidsed,  aftempted  to  feed  file  baby  af  fhe  breast 
again,  and  in  some  (‘ases  AA^ere  (piite  successful. 
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With  regard  to  the  first  point,  it  eainiot  he  too  widely 
known  that  we  want  the  children  to  he  hrought  to  tlie 
Centre  before  they  are  ailing,  so  tliat  advice  and  instruc- 
tion can  he  given  as  to  the  best  methods  of  keeping  the 
children  healthy. 

Owing  to  the  s(‘arcity  and  intermittent  delivery  of 
cows’  milk  there  has  been  a large  demand  for  dried  milk. 


Special  Report  to  the  Health  Committee 
on  Epidemic  Influenza  during  1918. 


A.  d.  Epklemic  Tntliienza  appeared  in  the  Central  part  of 
the  district  early  in  Tune,  1918,  and  was  at  its  worst 
the  second  and  third  weeks  in  Tuly,  afterwards 
almost  dying  out. 

Early  in  October  there  were  sigms  that  the  disease 
was  again  becoming  prevalent  in  the  district,  and  at 
the  end  of  the  month  it  had  become  widespread  and 
continued  throughout  the  whole  of  the  month  of 
November,  rapidly  diminishing  after  the  first  week 
in  December. 

4.  No  Pathological  Examinations  were  made. 

5.  A large  number  of  people  came  into  the  district 
from  all  over  the  country  to  work  at  the  new  Aircraft 
Eactory,  and  a considerable  number  of  American 
Soldiers  also  came. 

6.  From  my  conversation  with  some  of  the  Afedical 
Practitioners  I gather  that  the  : — 
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(a)  Tncuhatioii  period  is  somewliere  about  48 
hours,  and  tliat — 

(b)  The  iufeetivity  geuerally  lasts  about  10  days 
aud  oecasioually  up  to  21  days. 

(c)  Spreading'  occurs  from  tlie  disclrarges  from  tlie 
respiratory  passages. 

(d)  A number  of  cases  occurred  in  people  in  the 
second  epidemic  who  had  suffered  in  the  June- 
July  epidemic.  On  the  other  hand  several  of 
the  medical  men  who  were  affected  in  the  first 
epidemic  went  througdi  the  second  untouched, 
although  they  each  attended  large  numbers 
suffering  from  the  disease. 

(e)  Nose-bleeding  was  a xery  common  symptom 
in  the  early  stag'es  of  the  disease.  The  Influ- 
enzal Pneumonia  pi’oved  very  fatal,  and  two 
medical  men  luiA’e  observed  that  the  cases 
which  have  run  such  a lengdh  of  time  as  would 
lead  them  to  exj)ect  signs  of  resolution  occur- 
ring in  tlie  lungs,  yet  these  signs  have  not 
appeared. 

(f)  There  was  no  special  incidence  on  any  particu- 

lar occupation.  The  vrhole  of  the  district 
was  fairly  evenly  affected,  but  the  Central  and 
South  Wards  were  affected  earlier  than  the 
North  Ward. 

B.  1.  If  andbills  containing  precautionary  advice  were 
distributed  to  each  house  in  the  district  by  Novem- 
ber 15th,  1918. 

2.  xVll  the  Schools  were  closed  from  tire  5th  to  the 
14th  July,  both  dates  imdusive,  during  the  first 
epidemic, 
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(\ii*pus  Cliristi,  Stanley  Road,  Denton  Tiane,  Christ 
(duircli  and  Drury  Tiane  Seliools  were  closed — in  the 
South  and  Central  Wards — from  the  29th  of  Ociober 
to  the  16th  Noveinher^  and  the  remainder  of  fine 
Schools — Busk,  Eustace  Street,  >St.  Luke’s,  St.  Mat- 
thew’s, St.  Mark’s,  Middleton  Junction  and  Mills 
Hill — from  the  Tth  of  November  to  the  IGth  of 
November,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  both  epidemics  children  from  the  Schools  which 
were  closed  were  excluded  from  Cinematograph 
Ihitertaininents,  and  the  heads  of  the  various  Sunday 
Schools  in  the  district  were  communicated  with  and 
advised  to  close  the  Schools. 

No  Tdospital  treatment  Avas  proAuded. 

During  the  October  to  December  epidemic  the 
Nurses  employed  by  the  Coumdl  rendered  nursing 
assistance  to  many  cases. 

ProAusion  Avas  made  for  bacteriological  examina- 
tion of  material  from  patients,  but  no  specimens 
were  forAvarded. 

No  prophylactic  treatment  by  Amccine  AA^as 
attempted. 

B.  The  folloAving  letter  was  sent  out  on  the  IJth 
NoA'ember,  1918,  to  the  Medical  Practitioners  resid- 
ing in  the  district  and  to  others  who  do  a large 
amount  of  work  in  Chadderton  : — 

“ Tire  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  has  issued  to  Medical  Officers  of  Health 
a circular  letter  in  Avhich  it  is  requested  that 
enquiries  be  made  as  will  enable  ns  to  learn  what 
lessons  we  can  from  the  epidemic,  and  that  the 
information  be  published  at  a later  date. 
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“ The  followiiio-  lieading's  were  suo'o’ested  ; if  any

“ 2.  Tlie  residts  of  any  local  patlioloodcal  exami- 
nations able  to  he  obtained,  including  bac- 
teriological examinations  of  sputa. 

“ 0.  If  tliere  is  any  evidence  throwing  light  on 
the  means  of  introducticm  of  the  di,sease,  this 
should  he  stated. 

“4.  Any  facts  woidd  he  valualhe  which  hear  on  : 

“ Duration  of  incubation  period. 

“ Duration  of  infectivity. 

“ i\Iethod  of  spread. 

Kviden(*e  of  possible  pi'otection  by  a pre- 
vious atta(dv. 

h'requenc'y  of  occurrence  of  second  attacks 
in  1918. 

“ 5.  Any  special  clinical  features  of  the  outbreak 
should  he  stated.  It  will  he  valuable  if  a 
comparison  between  cases  in  Rural  and 
Urban  Areas  can  be  made. 

“ t).  Has  there  been  any  special  incidence  on  par- 
ticular occupation  or  districts? 

“7.  Prophylaxis  by  Vaccine,  if  attempted. 

“ It  is  important  that  an  exact  statement  should 
be  made  of  administrative  action  taker,  by  the  Sani- 
tary Authority,  with  notes  on  the  possible  influence 
of  such  action. 

I should  like  your  opinion  on  the  value  of  the 
(dosure  of  the  Elementary  S(4iools  and  the  exclusion 
of  S(diool  Children  from  Picture  Shows  which  has 
been  carried  out  in  this  Area. 


‘‘  If  you  will  let  me  know  of  your  Cliaddertoii 
eases  whic'li  reciuire  nursing'  assistaiiee  tliey  shall  he 
attended  to,  as  far  as  possible,  by  the  Council’s 
Nurses. 


1 shall  be  greatly  obliged  if  you  will  make 
mental  notes  of  your  observations  on  the  above-men- 
tioned points,  and  when  the  epidemic  has  subsided 
put  your  conclusions  and  observations  in  writing 
and  forward  them  to  me. 


When  thie  report  is  made  due  ackijowledgmeiit 
will  be  made  of  the  information  rei-eived.” 


(Jn  the  81st  January,  1919,  the  following  letter 
Avas  sent  to  the  same  Medical  Practitioners: — - 

“ On  November  18tli,  1918,  at  the  recpiest  of  the 
Chief  Medical  Odicer  of  the  Local  (jOA’ernment 
Board,  I sent  you  a letter  (copy  of  which  is  enclosed) 
containing  a number  of  points  respecting  Influenza 
Avliicli  reiiuire  elucidation. 

During  tlie  two  epidemics  of  last  year  you  Avill 
have  bad  opportunity  to  observe  the  points  enume- 
rated and  to  form  your  opinion. 

“ I am  noAV  writing  to  ask  you  it  you  will  please 
write  me  your  Anews  on  the  Auirious  points,  as  early 
as  Avill  be  coiiAxnient  to  you,  so  that  they  can  be 
embodied  in  my  report  to  the  Jjoc'al  (jovernment 
Board.”

3.  The  outbreak  coincided  with  the  influx  of  the 
American  Labour  Corps,  many  of  whom  suhered 
from  Influenza. 

4.  (a)  Incubation  period  3 to  G days,  mostly  4

(b)  Duration  of  infectiviiy  4 to  5 days  to 
fortnight. 

(c)  Infective  througdi  the  respiratory  pas- 

sage, especially  oral. 

(d)  Previous  attack  offered  no  protection. 

(e)  Second  attacks  during  1918  were  rare. 

‘^5.  Special  Clinical  Features  noted  were  that  the 
Catarrhs  were  more  severe  than  in  any  previous  epi- 
demic, and  that  the  Myo-Cardiac  and  general  Mus- 
cular Weakness  was  severe.  The  entire  absence  of 
nasal  catarrh  was  another  feature. 

“ G.  No  si)ecial  incidence  on  particular  occupa-  . 
tion  or  district. 


“7.  Vaccines— I have  not  attempted. 

^ AS.  I think  the  Schools  in  my  district  might  have 
been  closed  earlier ; the  epidemic  hrst  appeared 
amongst  the  children  of  school  age  from  8 years  and 
12  years,  and  gradually  passed  on  to  the  adults. 
Tliere  is  not  the  least  doubt  that  the  closing  of  the 
Schools  and  Picture  Palaces  was  the  correct  pro- 
cedure, and  helped  materially  to  lessen  the  number 
of  cases  by  keeping  the  ])eople  from  congregating 
together.’’ 


(b)  Dr.  Kempsey. 


I saw  iiiy  first  case  on  June  1918.  The 

District  has  never  really  been  clear  since,  as  sporadic 
cases  have  occurred  in  between  the  epidemics,  but 
about  Auguist  20th  the  first  epidemic  had  pretty  well 
subsided. 


I kave  nothing  to  report  on  Pathological  Ex- 
aminations.

The  incubation  period  was  less  than  five  days 
and  generally  about  48  hours,  but  sometimes  as  short 


as  24  hours.  It  appears  to  be  infectious  for  almost 
three  weeks,  especially  if  there  is  any  nasal  dis- 
charge or  catarrhal  condition  of  the  respiratory 
tract. 


“ Thie  spread  here  was  by  the  usual  line  of  spread, 
namely,  from  Soutli  to  North,  the  pr'evalent  wind 
being  South-West. 

During  the  first  two  epidemics  an  attack  in  the 
July  one  seemed  to  produce  immunity  in  October.  I 
think  I had  only  two  cases  where  I was  certain  the 
patient  had  had  it  in  July.  One  ended  fatalljv 

‘‘  The  CJinical  Eeatures  and  Sequehu  were  most 
varied,  and  affected  every  organ,  I think,  except  the 
liver.  I don’t  remember  a case  that  had  any  liver 
trouble.  The  most  common  was  a catarrhal  condi- 
tion of  the  respiratory  tract,  then  the  gastro-intes- 
tinal  tract,  next  the  nervous  svsteni.  Some  cases 
develoi)ed  Meningitis  quite  typical,  and  were 
maniacal  or  comatose;  the  cases  sometimes  lasted 
two  or  three  days.  Others  developed  Neuritis  and 
sometimes  Spastic  Paraplegia,  slowly  passing  off  in 
time.  1 had  one  case  which  develo})ed  Pericai'ditis, 
wiih  a large  amount  of  ehusion,  in  2 or  8 days. 
()rchitis  sometimes  occurred.  One  ])atient  became 
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stone  deaf,  and  is  so  still.  One  feature  wlricli  struck 
me  was  that  some  cases  which  were  apparently  quite 
liopeless  recoAmred,  and  others  Avhicli  liad  a much 
better  prognosis  ended  fatally.  Some  cases  resem- 
bled Typhoid,  but  owing  to  pressure  of  work  one 
could  not  take  a blood  specimen ; they  did  not 
deAmlop  spots  or  spleen.  Often  it  was  a single  case 
in  a house  full  of  ‘ Flu.’ 

I think  the  incidence  rvas  greater  amongst 
Cotto]i  Operatrves  than  ^lunition  Workers. 

“ Tke  action  of  the  Sanitai'y  Authorities  in  pro- 
viding Nurses  was  most  beneficial,  especially  where 
the  whole  house  was  in  bed  at  once. 

“ The  closing  of  Schools  and  Ficture  Shows  for 
children  was  of  benefit.”

1 lierewitli  siiliinit  for  voiir  inforination  my  Auiiual 
i(ei)ort  for  the  year  ended  ])eceinher  dlst,  J918. 

In  eonneetion  with  the  ahateinent  of  nnisaiu'ew  and 
defective  sanitary  arrangements  1 have  continued  my 
nsiial  practice,  when  in  the  discovery  of  any  nnisance,  of 
forwarding'  to  the  Owner  or  Agent  the  Informal  Notice 
specifying  the  works  necessary  to  aliate  the  nuisance,  and 
in  evei-y  case  it  is  my  aim  to  see  that  all  works  are  carried 
out  in  the  best  manner  possible,  so  that  the  wmrk  done  wdll 
he  of  a permanent  character. 


In  many  cases  no  further  notice  is  re(|uired ; the  work 
is  carried  out  and  good  results  obtanied.  There  are,  how- 
ever, a few^  people  who  will  not  attempt  to  make  any  com- 
pliance wdth  a notice,  statutory  or  otherwdse,  until  a threat 
to  either  prosecute  or  enforce  the  notice  is  sent  to  them. 
I am  pleased  to  say  that  this  method  has  usually  the 
desired  effect.

ddie  (Jouncil  have  not  yet  adopted  any  Bye-laws  con- 
trolling these  trades. 


ddiere  are  six  private  Slaughter-houses  in  the  Dis- 


trict. ddiese  are  licensed  annuallv. 

Idle  premises  are  visited  regularly  each  week  and,  as 
far  as  pracdicable,  when  slaughtering  is  takings  place. 

ddie  pi'emises,  together  with  the  lairs,  are  kept  in  a 
fairlv  satisfactorv  condition.  Limewashing  and  cleans- 
ing  of  the  walls  is  frecpieiitly  canned  out,  and  the  floors 
kept  in  a proper  state  of  repair. 

Idle  collection  of  ohal  and  garbage  is  undertaken  by 
the  CoiiiK'il,  and  is  removed  weekly,  ddie  butchers  pro- 
vide galvanised  iro]i  recepiaides  for  the  ieni])orary  storage 
of  same. 


MEAT  Am)  FOOD  mSPECTION. 


Tlie  visits  to  premises  wliere  tliie  various  foodstuffs  are 
sold,  wliicli  includes  Butcliers’  Sliops,  Fisli  Shops,  Green- 
grocers’ and  Grocers’  vSliops,  and  other  premises  where 
Cooked  Foods  are  sold,  amounted  to  350. 

Considerable  time  has  been  given  to  this  work,  as 
owing  to  the  scarcity  of  home-killed  meat  the  allocations 
have  had  to  be  supplemented  by  Frozen  Meat,  several 
consignments  of  which  when  it  has  arrived  in  the  district 
has  been  found  to  be  in  an  inferior  condition.

Diseases  haA'e  been  I'eceHed  (these  include  all  forms  of 
Tuberculosis  and  ]\Ieasles). 

]\Ieasles  baA^e  been  most  preAualent  during  tbe  year, 
tbere  baAong  been  I3I  cases  notified.  Tuberculosis  has 
been  notified  in  98  cases  (all  forms),  and  Scarlet  Eeyer  19 
cases.

Me.  Kempsey,  Miss  Buckley,  and  Gentlemen, 

I liave  title  lioitoiir  to  submit  for  your  consideration 
tbe  Annual  Report  on  the  work  done  by  jmnr  Medical 
OlHcer  and  School  Nurses  during  tlie  year  1918. 

Nurse  TTiompson  resigned  at  tlie  end  of  May  to  take 
a post  as  Healtli  Visitor  under  tlie  Mancliester  Healtli 
Committee.  Miss  A.  Rimmer  mtis  appointed  as  Scliool 
Nurse  and  Health  Visitor,  and  commenced  her  duties  on 
tlie  3rd  of  -Tune. 

During  tlie  year  a considerable  number  of  Scliool 
Chiildi  *en  were  affected  uTtli  Scabies,  and  the  turn 
E})i demies  of  Intluenza  had  a marked  effect  on  tlie  Scliool 
Attendance  and  the  Medical  Inspections. 

Tlie  large  number  of  cliildren  affected  with  Defective 
Teeth  is  a serious  matter,  as  this  condition  frequently 
affects  the  healtli  of  the  children.  I rvoiild  suggest  that 
the  Committee  seriously  consider  the  appointment  of  a 
pa  i t -time  Dentist  for  the  treatment  of  these  cases  and  to 
touch  the  jireveiition  of  this  all-too-comnion  affection. 
Unfortunately  many  parents  think  that  defective  teeth  are 
([uite  a natural  condition,  and  very  few,  at  present,  take 
advantage  of  the  advice  girmn.

Part  II. 

Medical  Inspection  of  School  Children, 


Parti ciilars  of  tlie  number  of  Cliildren  to  be  examined 
are  obtained  from  time  to  time  from  the  Head  Teachers. 
Notices  are  sent  to  parents  stating  that  tlieir  cliild  is  to 
be  examined  on  a given  date.  Tlie  notice  lias  a list  of 
diseases  printed  oip  and  the  parent  is  asked  to  mark  the 
affections  from  which  the  child  has  sufiered.  The  Head 
Teachers  fill  in  certain  particulars  on  the  inspection 
cards,  e.g.  : name,  address,  date  of  birth,  &c.  The 
School  Nurse  is  present  at  the  inspiection,  and  weighs  and 
measures  the  (diildren  and  helps  them  Avith  their  clothing. 

Tlie  School  Medical  Officer  is  also  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  so  the  respectiA'e  services  can  easily  be  worked 
together. 

The  Board’s  Card,  as  suggested  in  Circular  576,  is 
in  use. 

ddie  inspections  are  done  on  the  School  Premises 
except  at  Mills  Hill  Council  School  arid  Middleton  Junc- 
tion Council  School ; permission  has  been  guAmn  by  the 
Board  for  these  diAmrsions. 

On  finding  any  defect  during  the  inspection  of  a child 
this  is  pointed  out  to  the  parent,  if  present,  and  advice 
gHen  as  to  the  best  means  of  treating  same.  If  the 
parent  is  not  present,  one  of  the  School  Nurses  Ausits  the 
home,  or  a notice  is  sent  by  tine  School  Medical  Officer  to 
the  jiarent  stating  the  defect,  and,  if  necessary,  adAusing 
tlie  attendani'e  of  a medical  practitioner.  ]\lany  of  the 
cases  are  also  again  Ausited  at  their  homes  by  the  School 
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Nurse  to  see  if  any  steps  liave  lieeii  taken  to  ini])rove  tlu^ 
(lefeetiv(‘  condition.  If  still  untreated,  slie  further  ur^-es 
the  necessity  of  obtaining-  pi'oper  ti-eatnient.  A lar^’e 
uuinber  of  these  (drildreu  attend  at  the  Clinic*  for  treat- 
ment, and  eonsecpiently  fewer  lioine  visits  are  necessary. 

Medical  inspection  does  to  some  extent  in  several 
Schools  disturb  the  Seliool  arrano'ements.  No  complaint 
was  made  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  visits  paid  to  Schools  and  Depaitments 
during  the  year  by  the  School  Medic'al  Officer  was  74  for 
medi(‘al  inspec'tions  and  48  for  otlier  ])urposes,  e.g.  : 
making  eiujuires  and  examining  the  children  in  classes  in 
whicli  infectious  disease  has  occurred,  ( leanliness  of  the 
school  premises,  &c. 

ddiie  chihb'en  selected  for  examination  have  been 
bintrants,  Intermediates  (8  years),  and  those  over  12  years 
of  age.  A few  at  otlier  ages  have  also  been  examined. 

The  following  tables  gives  the  number  of  children
